Reference your Cx.7652/V, dated 1917.33., I wonder if 
it would be possible to obtain the passenger list of the 
"Andre Lebon". We had very definite information that 
MUNZENBERG was proceeding to Shanghai, and that passages 
for six people had been booked by Gerald HAMILTON. Some 
of them may therefore have gone under a different name. 

It is, of course, possible that plans may have been 
changed and that the others have gone by a different route, 
Intercepted correspondence indicates that Otto. KAPZ.@ 
RUDOLPH @ JOSEPH is away from Paris. Henri BARBUSSE 
arrived here on Friday and proceeded to Leningrad on 
Saturday, with his secretary Annette VIDAL. He was 
anxious that his visit should be kept as quiet as possible. 
Ostensibly he is to arrange for the Russian contingent 
for the anti-War Youth Conference, which was to take place 
in August and is now postponed thll November. It seems 
possible that he may be intending to go to Shanghai via 
Siberia. 

As regards MUNZENBERG's movements, we have nothing 
definite except that letters from Paris are being signed 
"per pro Willi, Katz" in a handwriting that is neither

REVELATIONS ABOUT

Next morning 
he read in the papers that he was accused 
of complicity in the burning. He was so 
amazed and so sure that a mistake had been 
made that he went straight to the police to 
clear the matter up. He was clapped in jail. 

Four weeks ago when his little son saw him 
in prison he was loaded with chains. The 
Nazis want to make him a nervous wreck by 
the time the Leipzig ‘“ trial ”’ begins. 

Of Ernst Thaelmann, leader of the Ger- 
man Communist Party, nothing has been 
heard, Kisch declared. Dead silence reigns 
about him. It is not known whether he is 
dead or alive. 

The imprisoned revolutionary leaders are 
in danger of their lives. The effort made to 
free them must be redoubled. The inter-
